“SERGT. WILLIAMSON 
COMMENDED. 


SLUM REBUILDING. 


Sergeant W. W, Williamson was 
highly commended for his galtant 
conduct during the recent, . Pot- 
tinger Street fire by the Coroner 
(Mr: Schofleld) and the - jury 
Inquiring yesterday into the cir- 
cumstances of the fatal blaze. 

The Coroner also mnde a pier 
for slum rebuilding ,and wider 
strecta as a means .of relieving 
housing conditions and minimising 
fire dangers, -reforring’ to the 
absence of adequate means of 
escape in the Pottinger Street 
outbreak, 

-The subject chosen for the in- 
quest was Chan Lin-fal,a seven- 
yoar-old boy, onc.of the seven per- 
sons who lost tholr lives in the 
fire nt No. 42 Pottinger Street. 

The jury, comprising Messrs. 
J, H. Davy (foreman), L. S. Silva 
and Fong Un, returned un 
vordict as regards the cause of the 


fire and “death by misadventure” 


in the case of the subject of the 
inquest, 

In his summing up, Mr. Schofield 
said: “At the outset of this in- 
quest, T propounded four questions, 
viz: i 
1. How did the fire originnte? 

2. Did the Police and Fire 
Brigade do all that could have been 
done upder the circumstances ? 

th. Does any blame, direct er in- 
dirgel, rest. on anyone for Tailure 
to prevent the fire? 

4. What were the 
the loss of life? 

Before considering the evidence 
bearing on these questions, 1 may 
remind you that the medical 
evidence shows that Chan Lin Pai, 
the deceased, dig] of shack result- 
ing from extensive burns re- 
ceived im the fire, and the object 
of this inquest is to determine 
whether his death was due to the 
net, or default, of any pereon, and 
what degree of responsibility at- 
taches to that: person,

* Evidence Reviewed. 

I. So faras the evidence Koes, 
the cnuse of the fire is completely 
unknown, Everyone in the house 
retired for the night before mid- 
night. The nightsoil coolle visited 
the first and second floors between 
1 and 2 aan, aboul two hours be 
fore the fire, and noticed nothing 
wrong. Yet at 3.46 am, the 
ground floor tennnta woke to find 
the basement ablaze, and the fire 
getting a hold on the ground floor 
It is admitted that the shop was 
n enrpenter’s shop, and that. paints 
and oila were kept on the premises, 
though not in large quantities: 2 
number of drums of lingeed ofl in 
the basement were said to have 
been empty.

The inquiry into the Pottinger 
Street fire disaster did little to 
elucidate Che series of minor 
mysteries connected — therewith.

48,000 HOURS OF VIOLIN 
PLAYING. 


EQUIVALENT TO FIVE AND 
HALF YEARS, 


Heifetz, the famous violinist, 
who will be heard _in recital hore 
at the King’s on December 4, es- 
timates that he has played a violin 
for 48,000 hours during his life, 
That is the equivalent of playing 
neorly five and on half years 
atendily, twenty-four hours a day 
without a break and no time for 
sleep or meals, The figures ine 
clude both the time he hus spent 
siving concerts and practising, 


* At the age of thirty, Helfotz has 
taventy-seven years of playing be- 
hind. He himself does not remem- 
ber a time when he could not play 
the violin any more than you can re- 
member ‘a time when you could not 
walk, For nia fingers were trained 
for fiddling when he was. three 
years old. His father bought him 
an instrument of quarter size and 
started him on his first lesson:

Chiang’s Position, 


“Does Canton demand thy im- 
mediate resignation of Chiang 
Kai-shek?" asked our representa- 
tive, 


“Not at all," replied Dr. Wu, 
“All that we ask ia that he fulfils 
his promise by nnnouncing — his 
intention to retire, to be followed 
by his actual resignation when 
the new Government ta created. 
Canton has already agreed that it 
will dissolve its National Govern- 
ment at the same time. In fact, 
il was agreed that the two an- 
nouncements should be made’ on 
the same dry.” 


“And you are still waiting for 
Chiang Kai-shek to discharge his 
nromise?” asked the interviewer. 

"You," replied Dr, Wu, “and the 
fact that he has not done so has 
caused this hitch in Canton.” 


“In other words,” remarked our 
representative, “the next move 
lie. ith Nanking? 

“Certainly,” replied Dr, Wu. “It 
is for them to keep their promise. 
If they do not do so, the unifica- 
tion of China, To am afraid, may 
be indefinitely postponed.” 

Dr. Wu added that in view of the 
Sino-Japanese crisig, a strong, 
united Government wag essential, 
but Chiang Kai-shek was at pre- 
sent the obstacle in the creation 
of such a Government, 


It had been suggested by the 
Canton delegntes to the Pence 
Conference that Chiang Kai-shek 
should, in the new Government, be 
President of the Committee of 
National Defence. This would be 
a position in which his talents 
could be put to the best possible 
use. ‘So ‘far, however, there had 
been nothing to indicate Chiang 
Kai-shek’s reaction to this sugges- 
tion. ; 
' In conclusion, Dr. Wa observed 
that “if oll this peace talk is to 
start with a breach of faith on one 
side, such as Chiang Hai-shek’s 
failure to fulf] bls promise, it does 
not auger very well for fulure co- 
operation.” 


Mr. Hu Han-min Reticent.

The tank that swims fa th 
latest addition to the  catalozu 
of types of armoured fightin; 
vehicles. Manufactured bs 
Vickers-Arinstrong, the “Carde:. 
Loyd Light Amphibious Tank" ha 
been launched on the Thames an 
successfully passed ita trinks. 

The .machine moves through 
water with the case (but not the 
spocd) that ja shown In its cross 
country performances. *‘ 

Thia invention is extremely in 
teresting and important inasmucl 
as the need for a floating armour 
ed machine was held by our Arm) 
experts to be imperatively necca 
sray. Designs were prepared anc 
machines were built to float, bu 
the sacrifice entailed in armouw 
or armament cnused them to lose 
most of thelr fighting power — or 
land. Hence progresa in th 
direction of a swimming tank was 
temporarily abandoned. 

Some success, however, did-at: 
tend the inventors’ effort, bu: 
the loss of a machine on tho lake 
at Fleet, near Aldershot, when it 
waa believed that the problem had 
been brought within measurable 
reach of a solution, was a serlour 
set-back. 

The present tank in able tu 
surmount most of the physical ob- 
stacles it is likely to meet,  cx- 
cept water. This obstacle could 
not be allowed to impede the 
armoured vehicle for long. Con- 
sequently, Messrs. Vickers-Arm- 
strong set to work to construct 
the machine that would be as 
much at home on the water as on 
Jand, without sacrificing too much 
of its power as a fighter. 

Baptism, 

The new tank recvived ita Iap- 
tism on the Thames nat Chertsey. 
Plunging into the water from a 
stecp bank, jt crossed and re- 
crossed the river, and swam up- 
atrenm against’ both wind and 
current rt a water speed of about 
six miles per hour. When the cur- 
rent wns running at the rate of be- 
tween three and four miles per hour 
the machine made a speed of two 
miles per hour. 

The inclusion of armoured fight- 
ing vehicles in the Army has re- 
volutionised the work of the 
Royal Engineers, since bridges 
and rafts have to be designed to 
meet the heavier traffic.

Its 
maximum road x#peed is 40 miles 
per hour, and it is capable of 
climbing a continuous slope of 
SOdey. at a apecd of approximnte- 
ly stx miles per hour when fully 
loaded with two men, a machine- 
gun, and 2,500 rounds n ammuni- 
tion. Its weight is whout 2 tuna 
15 ewt.

Lieut. Pratt, Navigating Officer 
of H.M.S. Peterafield, was severcly 
reprimanded by a court martial; 


yesterday, that etiquired Into the! 


grounding of that vessel on Tung 
Yung Iainnd in the early hours of 
November 12, with the Comman- 
der-in-Chief, Admiral Sir Howard 
Kelly, on board. Three. charges 
were brought neainat Lieut. Pratt, 
but two were dismissed. 
found guilty of having, by 
negligence or default, hazarded 
the ship. 


The court, which was held_ on 
i.M.S. Medway, comprised Cupt. 
Layton (Kent), Capt. Marryck 
(Medway), our Mackenzie 
(Tarantula), apt. ‘Burnett 
(Bruce) and Commander Morris 
(Tamar). The charges brought 
agninat Ticut. Pratt were: 


(a) That he, by negligence or 
default, suffered the ship to be 
lost, (b) stranded or (c) hazarded., 


The Judge Advocate was Pay- 
master = Lieut.-Cmdr. Wheeler 
(Medway), while Capt. Godfrey 
(Suffolk) ‘prosecuted, and Lieut.- 
Cmdr. Dowre (Rerwick) appeared 
for Lieut. Pratt, 


The report of the srrounding: liy 
the Petersfleld’s captain, Cmdr. D. 
C. Lang, was read, and when ques- 
tioned Cmdr, Lang anid that he 
took the bridge shortly after mid- 
nignt, Lieut, Pratt had left 
orders to be called at 2 am,, but 
at that time he (witness) said that 
It was unnecessary, as accused 
nad had a trying time during the 
two previous days and had a trying 
day in front of him. 


Lieut.-Cmdy. Chichester 


that he called the captain at 12.60 
a.m. when there wan a thick fog, 
and called the accused at 2.20. At 
the time of. the grounding the 
visibility waa about two miles. 
Just before the ship struck he saw 
a line of white -breakers on the 
port bow.

Admiral’s Tribute. 


Giving evidence of the ground- 
ing, Admiral Kelly told the court 
that !t was obvious to him that 
from the .bump there would be 
Uttle chance of the ship coming 
off the rocks, If it had been 
possible, she would have foun- 
dered In deep water.

FIRE INQUEST. 


. (Continued from Page 2.) 


Staircase hid collapret, showing 
how rapidly the fire was spreading. 

Under the circumstances I think 
the fact that the next door houses 
were never seriously involved re- 
flects grent credit on the Fire 
Brigade. No information that 
anyone was missing reached thom 
until the bodfes in the second floor 
kitchen were found by the firemen 
at 8.30 a.m. Nothing could have 
been ‘done to save them. 


Question of Negligence. 


3. The question as to whether 
the fire was due to the act or 
neglect of any person ennnot bo 
answered owing to lack ‘of credible 
evidence. The allegations of the 
tenants of the grotind floor seem to 
me to be completely met by the 
evidence of the first and_ second 
floor tenanta and of Sergeant 
Williamaon: but even if you are 
not antisficd that the Inndlord kept 
the stairs {in proper condition it 
would not be sufficient grounds for 
a verdict of manslaughter. 

A. The loss of life can be put 
down to six different causes acting 
together: (1) Failure to detect 
the fire before it had got a firm 
hold: (2) the sudden failure of the 
electric lights nnd the resultant 
confusion and panic; (3) attempts 
to save property where there was 
not suffleient time to do.so: one 
man at least actually went back to 
rescue his goods; (4) the woaden 
staircase catching fire before all 
the frat and gecond floor people had 
time to escape: (b) the inadequacy 
of the ladder leading to the roof: 
children would find such a Indder 
very hard to climb; (6) the absence 
of a door or window in tho kitchen 
that could be shut. This allowed 
tlames and smoke rushing up the 
air shaft to enter the kitchen ana 
overpower the people there. 

Most of these cnuses can be 
summed up in a single onc: the old- 
fashioned and faulty construction 
of the house built in four storeys 
on an inadequate site, and with a 
stairense of msterial unable to re- 
sixt fire. 

Slum Rebuilding? 


For these defects in the clder 
houses in this city the only sue- 
quate remedy appears to be ut 
wholesale and properly planned 
policy of slum cleurance and re- 
building, especially in the central 
district, combined with — street 
widening, and, if possible, the pru- 
vision of open spaces; and for thin 
policy the danger from fire is in 
my opinion neither the only nor 
the strongest argument. You will 
remember that ore of the ditlicul- 
ties of the fire brigade was the 
narrow and slippery character of 
Pottinger Street. The steps at the 
top and bottom and the paving of 
the steep slope muke it inacces- 
sible to fire escapes; so that re- 
paving of the streets would seem 
desirable as well as rebuilding of 
the houses. 

Another point 1 wish to draw 
your attention to {a the fact that 
the ground floor of No. 44 con- 
tnined, or perhaps atill contains, an 
ammunition store. Had this house 


been seriously involved, as it very’ 


nearly was, the loss of life might 
well have been a good cval Mirger. 
{f you wish to draw any riders on 
thie point or others, you may du sv, 
UW you consider that the origin of 
the fire is accidental, you should 
return a verdict of “Death by Mis- 
adveniuye.” If you conahider Uhut 
i any’ person is ta blame, 7 vider cen- 
suring them may be brought in.

. . The final plenary session of 
the Indian Kound Table Con- 
ference opens’ on’ Saturday 
and will be ‘continued on 
Monday and Tuesday of next 
week. At Tuesday's meeting, 
the Prime Minister is expect- 
ed to make a declaration of 
the Government's policy. 


‘ Sir Samuel Hoare mude a state- 
ment on Finance in Federal 
Structure Committe to-day. He 
sald that so long as the Crown 
remained responsible {or the 
defence of India, the funds neces- 
sary for that purpose would have 
to be provided, and the principal 
and interest on the sterling debt 
issued in the name of the Secretary 
of State for India must be sccured, 
as must also the salaries and 
pensions of the officers appointed 
under Parliamentary authority. 
It was necessury to include in 
the Constitution, provisions suth- 
cient to mect these obligations. 


But, he said, at a moment when 
the world was passing through « 
financiat and economle erisin from 
which India had not escaped, and 
when His Majesty's Government 
had given certain undertakings If 
the need arone to neck Parliamen- 
tary authority to come to her 
assistance, it was ‘not desirable to 
discuss the safeguards in detail. 


Objective Unchanged. 


Sir Samuel said the Govern- 
ment’s objective was unchanged. 
For the essential for the security 
of Indix's position as a nation und 
the prosperity of her people was 
the maintenance of confidence in 
her financial stability and credit, 
Accordingly there must be effec.
